to be placed either at the Head of his Claſs, or Degree, or near the Royal 

* Perſon, to receive and diſtribute Commands, carry the Candle, &c. within 

the Houſhold; or to bear up the Train: And that the Vice-Chamberlain 

* ſhould either go next before the Secretary of Stat when neither are Peeis, 

or in the Abſence of the Lord Chamberlain of the Houſbold, ſupply his Lord- 

* ſhip's Office, as aforeſaid. FFT

The Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold (as tis preſumed) will allow this 
Right of the Lord Marſhal every where, unleſs in Proceedings to the 
Chapel Royal, and Ceremonies within the Palaces, where his Lordſhip inſiſts 
(under an Order of King James II.) to go on the Right of the Sword, and the 
Vice- Chamberlain on the Left; farther alledging, Her Majeſty uſed St. Paul's 
Cathedral, at the late Thankſgiving, as Her Chapel-Royal, which he avers 
brings it within that Order. | NIE 


T6 ſet this Cc ASE, therefore, in its true Light, twill be neceſſary, 
I. Firſt, To ſhew the Reaſonableneſs of the Lord Marſhal's Right, and the Congruity of 


the Place claimed with the Nature of his Office, together with Precedents whereon this Claim 


is ſufficiently grounded; which is acknowledged and aſcertained by a Conſtitution of the Moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter. 


II. Secondly, To inſert a true Narrative of the Time and Manner when this Right was firſt 


controverted, together with an Account of the Proceedings thereon. 
III. Thirdly, To give Inſtances where the Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold, and Vice-Cham-

IV. Fourthly, To prove the Claim of the Lord Chamberlain of the Houſbold and the Vice- Cham- 


berlain (his Lordſhip's Deputy) to have Precedency on each ſide of the Sword of State, at the ſame 
time, is unprecedented, and contrary to the Rules laid down by Authors who have wrote 


on that Subject. And, 

V. Laſtly, To anſwer all Objections, hitherto made, againſt the Lord Marſhals Claim, wherein 
his Lordſhip's Juriſdiction and Authority, both above and below-ſtairs, within the Zonſhold,(which 
has been been denied by the Lord Chamberlain,) is particularly vindicated and aſſerted.

The Sword of State is the Great Emblem of Regal and Military Power, as appears from the 


Benediction thereof at the Coronation, before it is girded to the Prince, and the Words at its 


5 delivery: wherein the Ceremonials of moſt Kingdoms in Europe agree, as may be ſeen in Modii 
Nn 55. Pandect. Triumph. Menſieur Godeſrey Coron. du Rays de France, &c. (a) and the Coronation-Roll of Ed. Il. 
Ja. it. p-93- in the Tower; which Form js continued to our Times. For this Reaſon therefore the Conſtable 

and Marſhal of England did either bear, or ſupport it, as moſt ſuitable to the Nature of their

And here it ſhould not be omitted, That if there could not be produced any Congruity in 
this Place with the Nature of the Lord Marſhals Office; yet it muſt have been allowed, That 
if the Uſage has been conſtantly tor him to go by the Sword, That of it ſelf alone, according 
to the ſtricteſt Rules of the Authors who have wrote on Precedency, would have given him a Le- 
gal Right thereto : For — Legem queque reſpici cujuſque loci oportet.

But to proceed to what is molt material in the preſeat Enquiry ; Tho' it will be agreed, That 
the Marſhal of England had not, more than other Officers of State, any Precedency in Parliament, 
in refpect of his Office, till the Statute 31 Hen. 8. Yet it muſt be allowed, that he had an indiſ- 
putable poſſeſſion of a Place near the Sword, long e're that time. Not to take up too much 
room, only a few Inſtances thereof will now be produced. Thus, as early as the Coronation of 
Richard I. (a ſufficient time for Preſcription ) Hoveden acquaints us, Deinde venerunt Williel- Scciptores poſt

Henry Earl of Norwich, Earl-Marſbal, (afterwards Duke of Norfolk) died on or about 
11th Jan. 1683. His Son Henry, late Duke of Norfolk, enjoyed Place on the Left of the Sword, 
in Proceedings to Chapel, before the Death of King Charles II. | 

But in March 1684. the Earl of Arlington, Lord Chamberlain of the SO enquiring of 
Sir Thomas St. George, Norroy, the Uſage in the time of his Lordſhip's Predeceſſor, Philip Earl 
of Pembroke, who Atteſted, That he did not go on either ſide the Sword of State, but near 
ce the King's Perſon, on his Left-Hand, a little advanced.

<« on the Left of the Sword ; otherwiſe, the Place of the Latter was near the King's Perſon, on 
ce the Left-Hand. Which ſo Entirely Convinced his Lordſhip, that he never Diſputed it 
during the Duke of Norfolk Time, who continued to go in his Place by the Sword, till the 
Earl of Mulgrave, Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold, made a Repreſentation to His Majeſty, 
King James II. about the latter-end of the Year 1685. (which was ſent by the Earl of Sun- 
derland to the Earl-Marſhal ) wherein he ſets forth, © That in all Domeſtick Ceremonies and 
« Proceedings in the King's Houſe, he has the Precedency before all the Great Officers of the 
Conn, being next to the King's Perſon, Ratione Executiones Officis ;, alledging, He alone has

And Enquiry being afterwards made of the Earl of Craven, to know whether his Lordſhip re- 
membred, that at the Chriſtning of ſome Prince (where he mention'd the Lord Chamberlain 
to have gone by the Sword) the Earl of Arundel, Earl Marſhal, was preſent, becauſe it had been 
aſſured by ſome Perſons then living, That that Earl was not there: His Lordſhip anſwered, 
That Queſtion had not been demand ed at the Cabinet, neither could he remember his Preſence, 
but verily believed he was abſent. | 

*Tis not known by the Lord Marſhal what Chriſtning this Noble Earl then meant: however, 
*tis certain no Sword of State was carried at thoſe of the Princes Charles or James, Sons of 
King Charles I. and which were, in this reſpect, conſonant to ancient Practice, ſince the Rules 
inform us, There ſhall be no Cttat kept at ſuch Solemnities , for ht ys a Deede of Almys : W- V. f 54. l.

eſtitution.

Chamberlain near the Queen's Perſon, doth not imply any Power or Prece- 
dency in his Lordſhip above theſe other greater Officers within the Houſhold; but only is an 
Attendance in a Place proper to his Services, as to receive Commands, open Doors, carry 
Candles, Sc. For the Lord-Marſhal conceives, there being particular Allotments of Duties to 
Officers within the Houſhold, ſuch Places are given as are agreeable and proper to the Natures, 
Qualities, and Exerciſe of them; and therefore thinks it not improbable, there may be dif- 
ferent Officers with diſtin& Powers and Privileges, and independent on each other, having as 
it were peculiar Orbs of their own, within which they move, and that in ſuch Stations as 
beſt ſuit with the Functions of their reſpective Offices.

But there is a very eminent Proof (within memory) That the Lord Marſhal has Execution of 
his Office Above-ſtairs. © The Earl of Norwich, late Earl Marſhal, having ſecured the Earl of Ro- 
ce cheſter (Wilmot) then in waiting Lat Whitehall] as Gentleman of the Bedchamber, upon a Quarrel 
tc between him and the Lord Viſcount Dunbar, in the BepcuamBer, and in the Execution of his 
„Place: Which being notified by bis Lordſhip to the Houſe of Peers 21 March 1672, the Lords Spiri- 
< tual and Temporal in Parliament aſſembled did approve of what he had done; as may be ſeen in the 
©< Lords Journal. 
| lt may poſſibly be urged on behalf of the Lord Chamberlain, That the Proceedings to Chapel 
I are not Solemnities of State, though the Sword is born, eſpecially ſince Her Majeſty doth not 

wear Her Crown or Robes. 
This Objection ſhall be conſidered when his Lord - ſnip Pleaſes to give his Definition and 
Notion of a Solemn Ceremony, and to ſhew how the Proceſſion to Chapel on 5$t. George's Day, 
and the Collar Days, when the Sovereign doth not wear the Crown or Robes, become of dit- 
ferent Natures from all other Times, whereas no other Diſtinction appears at firſt iight, ſave 
that a Knight of the Garter bears the Sword in the former Ceremonies. In the mean time, be- 
fore this new Diſcovery is made, the Lord Marſhal conceives, That where the King's State is 
reſent, that is properly a Ceremony of State to explain which Term, tis neceſlary to be known, 
hat part of the proceeding which immediately belongs to the Royal Perſon, was heretofore 
ſtiled the King's State, and thoſe who go therein are always uncovered, even without Doors; 
whereas all others in thoſe Proceſſions, out of that State, go always covered. $ - REG 
Thus the Nobleman carrying the Sword of State, and the Great Officers, who ſuppor t t, the 
Principal King of Arms, Lord Mayor, the Gentlemen Uſhers Daily-Waiters, and Serjeai:ts at 
Arms, go always uncovered; whereas the Nobility, and other Great Officers, as the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Treaſurer, &c. going before the State, proceed cover'd; a Scheme thereof is 
drawn with a Pen, temp Eliz. as alſo by Ogilby, in the Proceſſion before the Coronation of K. Charles 
II. where indeed, becauſe it was from the Tower to Meſtminſter, the Conſtable, Marſhal (who 
carry'd the Sword) and the Lord Great Chamberlain were permitted Priviledged Caps of Ho- 
nour, whereas tis evident to view, all the other Perſons bad Hats on. And if all the Regalia 
1 are neceſſary to make a State Solemnity, no other can be ſo except a Coronation, becauſè the 
| Dalmatica, Collobium, Spurs, Scepter, &c. are not carried at other times. Let the Lord Cham- 
berlain of the Houſhold pitch on ſo many hereof, as His Lordſhip conceives are abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary, and pleaſe to ſhew more of the Regalia were carried in 1588, than at the late 
Thankſgivings in St. Paul's; certain we are the Gladius deauratus is by a Record expreſly nam'd par.s. Joh. m. 3.

If this Definiton and Deſcription bejaſt, then if the Queen ſhould at any of Her Palaces crofs 
over a Court to enter her Chapel, the Lord Chamberlain of the Houſehold, ifallow'd to go on the 
fide of the Sword might, while he was thus out of Doors, be cover'd, tho? ſo very near Her 
Royal Perſon, it being as his Lordſhip alledges no Ceremony of State.
